A committee of the 
town council is making a special 
canvas of all vacant lands in town. 
Under a new law just passed by the 
Ontario Legfislature the municipalities 
have the power to appropriate any 
vacant or idle land in their bound- 
aries for the purpose of cultivating 
to produce more food, Owners of 
vacant lots are requested to notify 
Mr. Mark Graham at once, and heads 
of families wanting land to cultivate 
may also apply to Mr, Graham, or 
any member of the council. 


TOWN LABOR FOR FARMS 

The people of the towns will be 
organized to do their share this year. 
The S.0.S, boys have already been 
organized. In addition, the girls will 
be asked to help later in berry-pick- 
ing and other similar lines of work 
they can do. Every man in Napanee 
will be asked to spend his 
on the farm.

WANT TO TALK PEACE. 


Germany Would Like to Bring War 
to an End, 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Infer- 
ences that Germanymay have made a 
new peace offer to the allies, propos- 
ing terms at the expense of Russia, 
coincide with an urder current of 
discussion whicb bas been running in 
diplomatie circles here for some time, 
; but which never has shown any evi- 
dence of tangible development. 

The statement of Lord Robert 
Cecil, in London, that no such pro- 
posals would be considered, coupled 
with Marshal Hindenburg’s’ an- 
nouncement that the German offen- 
sive would go on in view of the .En- 
tente’ . nresponsive attitude towards 
Germany's peace intentions, served to 
strengthen the view of neutral diplo- 
mats, who for some time have believ- 
ed that some sort of underground 
feelers have been going out. 

American officials and allied diplo- 
mats, while agreeing with Lord 
| Cecil's statement that no such terms 
can be considered, give no evidence 
of how much may be known here of 
what Hindenburg refers to as Ger- 
many’s peace intentions. 

Some of the neutral diplomats, 
however, Kave for some time firmly 
believed that Germany would be will- 
ing even to give up Alsace-Lorraine 
if she were permitted to retain her 
bold on the Baltic provinces and tbe 
mineral belts In the other nearby 
sections of Russia. ' 


Forty Civilians Killed, 


LONDON, March 19.°—In Mace- 
donia there has been a great increase 
in the military operations. Along al- 
most all of the front, from Lake Och- 
rida eastward, the big guns of both 
sides are hammering away at the op- 
posing positions, Tie Germans appar- 
ently are &till intent on totally de- 
stroying the town of Monastir and 
wiping out the remaining remnants 
of its civilian population. The town 
again has been placed under a fierce 
bombardment by heavy projectiles 
and gas shells. In this attack 40 
more of the non-combatant populace

Income Tax Forms 


Are now available 
~ Returns must be filed on or before 31st March 


HE Dominion Income War Tax Act requires you to fill in one or more of 
the five special Forms provided before 3ist March, 1918. In order to 
assist the public to understand just what is required of them, information 

on each Form is given below. Read carefully, then get three copies of the 
form that fits your case. and fill them in. Answer all questions fully and 
accurately. For makjng false statements, a penalty of $10,000 or six months’ 
imprisonment, or both, is provided. ' ‘ 


Individuals.—All persons unmarried; and all widows or widowers without dependent children; 
whose income is $1500 a year or more; must fill in Form T1. All other persons whose income is 
$3000 or more, use the same Form, Where any income is derived from dividends, list amounts 
received from Canadian and Foreign securities separarely. Fill in pages 1; 2 and 3 only. Do not 
mark on page 4. Partnerships, as such need not file returns, but the individuals forming the part- 
nerships must. 


Corporations and Joint Stock Companies, no matter how created or organized; shall pay the 
mormal tax on income exceeding $3000. Use Form T2—giving particulars of income. Also 
attach a financial statement. Under Deductions, show in detail amounts paid to Patriotic Fund 
and Canadian Red Cross or other approved War Funds. 


Trustees, Executors, Administrators of Estates and Assignees use Form T3. Full particulars 
of the distribution of income from all estates handled must be shown as well ai detuils of amounts 
distributed. A separate Form must be filled in for each estate. 


Employers mist use Form T4 to give names and amounts of salaries; bonuses; commissions and 
other remunere‘ion paid to all employees during 1917 where such remuneration amounted in the 
aggregate to $1000 or over. \ 


Corporation Lists of Shareholders.—On Form TS5 corporations shall give @ statement of all 
bonuses, and dividends paid to Shareholders residing in Canada during 1917 stating to whom paid,, 
and the amounts. 

Figures in every case are to cover 1917 income—all Forms must be filed by 3ist March. For 
neglect, a fine of $100 for each day of default may be imposed. 

In the case of Forms T1 and T2, keep one copy of the filled in Form and file the other two with 
the Inspector of Taxation for your District. In the case of T3, T4 and T5, keep one copy and file 
the other two, with the Commissioner of Taxation, Dept. of Finance, Ottawa. 

Forms may be obtained from the District Inspecters of Taxation and from the Pest 
masters at all leading centres.

Let potatoes lie on the ground 
long enough to dry thoroughly 
and to toughen the skin.

Place in shallow one-layer 
bexes and store in a dark cool 
place. 

Take out just before time to 
send the tubers to the show. 

Clean them with a soft brush 
removing every particle of the 
the dirt. 

Avoid pressure in order not to 
injure the tubers. 

Do not wash; tubers wilt if 
washed and have an unnaturad 
sheen. . 

Pick out a model of the type, 
size, color and eyes of the va- 
riety to be exhibited. 

Make the rest of the lot as 
nearly like this model as possi- 
ble. 

See that the skin is clean, 
smeoth and free from sunburn, 
having a desirable luster and 
bloom and being free from all 
blemishes of all sorts.
